Benton 
said that, aften ten years’ experience 
as an editor of textbooks, he was im- 
pressed with the fact that no editor 
was in a position to. put down a 
principle that would say what must 
be included and what must not be 
included in a school distory. It was 
impossible, he declared, to suit all 
groups. He referred to. criticisms 
from different sections of the coun- 
try, which were widely divergent 
because of local opinions. He said 
that if the publishers were able to 
meet their criticisms the schools 
would have peculiar books that 
would be fearfully and wonderfully 
made. The publishers, he declared, 
had to look at things from a broader 
viewpoint and choose those things 
vhich were not controversial as a 
backeround for the books. The older 
textbooks, he said, paid a great dea! 
more attention to war and political 
disturbances than they did to peo- 
ple, commerce and industry, upon 
nana h we, asa people, built our 


' lives. 


He was of the opinion that histo- 
ries should have the barest outlines 


'of war and should give fuller details 


of the social life and development of 
the people. They should present the 
facts in such a way that the pupil 
would not have a warped idea.
